Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 14-26 are allowed. 

Examiner's Amendment

In claim 14, sub-clause a), insert -around said at least one transmissive 
element- after "composition". Line 7 should thereafter read: "a) extruding said 
composition around said at least one transmissive element via an extruder;". 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Examiner 
has found Applicant's arguments filed 4/21/2010 convincing. Examiner considers 
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Moriuchi et al WO 99/63004, previously used in the Final Rejection filed 1/21/2010, and 
Belli et al WO 99/33070, previously used in the Non-Final Rejection filed 4/27/2009, to 
be the closest relevant art. Moriuchi and Belli both teach forming a cable with a coating 
layer extruded around it. Moriuchi does not teach expanding the coating layer and Belli 
does not teach operating the extrusion in a manner to avoid expansion and cross- 
linking.
